Wrong Brain Cell Food 
Makes Backward Pupils 


Three trial farms in three climates suggested to 
test crops; the harvests to be used in nutritional 
experiments at cooperating hospitals, schools and hotels.

A’ TER READING the 1954 Report of 
the Ford Foundation on RE- 
SOURCES FOR THE FUTURE, the 
following is a suggestion to the Foun- 
dation: 

All humanitarians are grateful for 
the work of the foundations which 
have been sustain 
trained personnels to work for the 
betterment of civilization. 

So far there has been a dearth of at 
tention to the one greatest resource— 


established to 


human beings. Why so much disease, 
suffering and disappointment through 
out the world? The prime factor in 
this is MALNUTRITION. People 
starve by the millions who have 
enough to eat but not of the right 
kind. We need multiple minerals and 
vitamins in our bodies. The soil must 
have the minerals and the fruits and 
vegetables must manufacture the vita 
mins we need. 

his principle holds good in the se 
lection of meats. There is nothing in 
the flesh of animals that was not in the 
food they ate. There was nothing in 
the food it ate that was not in the soil 
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Tallahassee, Florida 


from which it came. The variety of 
vitamins which are synthesized by the 
fruits and vegetables depends on the 
assortment of minerals in the soil. Each 
species of plant manufactures its par 


ticular variety of vitamins 


Processing 
Therefore a balanced soil is the only 
source of balanced foods T he proc ess 
ing of foods has a lot to do with the 
final product. The outcome of the 
practice of just eating anything, re 
gardless of whence it came, has pro 
duced some very striking results, One 
of them was brought to light when 
young men were being drafted in the 
last war. The country boys failed to 
stand the military test much more 
than the city-reared boys 
Why did the city boys have a health 
ier body than the country boys? For 
just one reason: The country boys 
had been fed on food grown on im 
poverished soil, void of the minerals 
needed in human food The mothers ot 
the city boys had gone to the gro 
cery stores and bought foods grown 
from soils thousands of miles apart, 
and $0, inadvertantly, had a better se 
lection of minerals and vitamins than 
the ordinary farm has 
Now for the remedy: 


Acclimated Test Farms 

There should be three farms, north, 
central, south where crops adapted to 
the climate could be used as testing 
grounds. Soils should bi prepared to 
furnish the crops suited for the pur 
pose. Every acre should have the soil 
analyzed and whatever it needed in 
the way of supplying the nourish 
ment to grow certain crops should be 
added Individual institutions hos 
should 
be furnished with certified foods and 
have the patients, students ind hotel 


pitals, universities, hotels, et« 


guests fed exclusively from these 
farms and a strict record kept as to 
the health of the users of the products 

This would demonstrate the efficacy 
of the balanced diet furnished and de 
termine the practic ability of a bal 
anced soil and balanced dict

Believed change would increase attendance; West Coast 
Dairy and Fat Stock Show to continue on grounds as 
this year; New Fair site ‘necessary and expensive’ 


A PRINCIPLE TOPIC OF DISCUSSION at the annual meeting April 7 of the Florida 
State Fair officials and cooperators was how to get more people through the 


gates possibly by reducing commercial displays to some degre« 
them with exhibits by industry which would show the great potentia 


ida’s business interests. 

J. C. Huskisson, Fair manager, said 
he had tried repeatedly to secure a dis- 
play by the phosphate trade which 
would be educational to the majority 
of fair goers, but up to now had had 
no success. 

Several speakers said the Fair seemed 
to them to have too many “commer- 
cial displays” and that some of the 
space could well be devoted to show- 
ings of a more educational type if in- 
dustries could be interested to par- 
ticipate. 

Comments were heard by Extension 
Service and Home Demonstration 
workers during the recent Fair that it 
“looked too much like an old-fash- 
ioned county fair”—that something 
should be done to give the exhibits and 
display booths “a new look”—"it’s 
time the artificial wisteria and loud- 
flowered wall paper be thrown out 
and some new decorations introduced.” 

There was an interesting comment 
coupled with a request by another 
speaker—that the round sticks or 
skewers used with some of the delica- 
cies sold at the Fair such as candied 
apples and frozen sherbets, be banned; 
that the manufacturers be told only 
flat sticks can be used “because I’ve 
seen people slip and roll and almost 
fall when they stepped on round sticks 
which are thrown away on the cement 
floors.” 


Directorate More State-wide 
The suggestion was made that when 
new Fair directors are named they be 
men who would represent different 
parts of the state more generally than 
now. 


That the theme of the Fair be chosen 
early so the counties entering displays 
may have time to make plans to fit in 
with the theme was another sugges- 
tion, County agents can provide 
more attractive displays if the county 
commissioners will approve additional 
money. 


The Fair cooperation 
from the planning conference people 
to increase interest in Negro Achieve- 
ment Day; and “the Negros should be 
given every chance to advance their 
work in agriculture.” The Negro 
Home Demonstration at the 1955 Fair 
was “very well set up,” one of the 
speakers emphasized; and “the agents 
worked very hard to put the displays 
together and greatly enjoyed the op- 
portunity the Fair offered.”

Thrifty farmers Go Gulf 
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Some Pointers from Citrus Records 
Valuable Data Analyzed Over Period of 22 Years 


By Zach SAVAGE 


Agricultural Economist, Florida Experiment Stations 


h— GROVE RECORD work at the 
University of Florida has 22 years 
of completed data. I would like to 
point out to you some of the trends in 
production factors, point out a few 
things that possibly do not need to be 
done in most groves, and outline the 
breaking point for some beneficial 


practices. Statements made will deal 
largely with averages. This means 
there will be exceptions found in 


some groves to most, if not all, state- 
ments made. Statements must neces- 
sarily be brief with a minmum of sup- 
porting evidence cited. 

Irrigation. We have reported on ir- 
rigation a number of times and have 
no reason to change previous conclu- 
sions. Over the years it has not paid 
to irrigate the average grove of our 
records. The yield was increased, but 
not sufficiently to pay extra costs. 

Irrigation did pay on the average of 
two groups of groves: 1. It paid on 
groves that were under-fertilized. 2. 
It paid on older groves where trees 
were crowded. Recent research by 
Prof. L. W. Ziegler of the College of 
Agriculture indicates irrigation done 
when needed during the February- 
through-June period is most likely to 
be profitable. Irrigation the remainder 
of the year is less likely to pay, except 
in extreme cases. 

Trees set per acre. A number of 
factors and conditions enter into the 
determination of tree-spacing for max- 
imum yields and net returns. In most 
situations it would be best for the 
number of trees per acre not to exceed 
70. 

Good Trees on Good Land 

With the supply of raw land well 
suited to citrus production growing 
smaller, it is more important than ever 
to keep good trees on good land to 
meet keen competition in efficient 
production of fruit. 

Nitrogen added. Records the past 
13 seasons indicate that in some cases 
more nitrogen was added to bearing 
citrus than was economically feasible. 
The optimum amount of nitrogen 
added per acre on most bearing groves 
was less than 300 pounds annually. 
Not all groves reached the optimum 
at the same point. However, it would 
be well to figure a long time before 
adding more than 300 pounds of 
nitrogen per acre annually, or more 
than 0.6 pound per box of fruit an- 
ticipated. Florida Bulletin 536 sug- 
gests the use of 0.4 pounds of nitrogen 
per box and that amount or less was 
added on 55 percent of these groves 
over this period. The average added 
for all these groves was 0.46 pound 
per box. 

It would be wise for the grower to 
arrive at an optimum figure for each 
individual grove. Some groves are 
more efficient than others for various 
reasons. 

Number of nitrogen applications. 
Over the 10-year period 1942-52 there

Yield increases. 
there has been a trend upward in 
yields of trees at the same age. A 20 
year-old tree now yields more fruit 
than a tree at that age yielded 20 years 
ago, due to improved 
practices, better 
other factors.

Dollar cost trend. The annual oper 
ating cost per acre for these groves 
range from $45 in 1934-35 to $180 in 
1953-54. The latter figure is four 
times the former. The average tree 


age was 18 years in 1934-35 and 29 
years in 1953-54, which accounts for 


some of the increase in cost. The re 
mainder of the increase was due chiefly 
to the decrease in the value of the 
dollar. 

The operating cost per box on these 


groves was 37 cents in 1934-35 and 
50 cents in 1953-54, an increase of 
only 35 percent. The yields per acre 
were 121 and 360 boxes, respectively 
The increase in yield tended to lessen 
the per-box cost increase Some of 
the factors involved in the yield in 
crease were age of tree, improved fer 
tilizer practices and better manage 
ment. 


As you already know, some of the 
factors entering into the increase in 
costs are that labor is now four times 
what it was prior to World War II 
Machinery and equipment up 100 
percent. However fertilizer cost is up 
only 60 percent. 

Dollar value trend. \f we use the 
1952-53 season as a base and compare 
the other seasons with it in terms of 
the purchasing power of the dollar in 
buying farm production items we get 
a different picture. The cost per box 
in 1952-53 was 50 cents as in 1953-54 
However, in terms of the 1952-53 
dollar, the cost in 1934-35 was 77 
cents, or 54 percent higher than 1952 
53. In terms of the 1952 dollar, 
there were only five seasons of the past 


22 with lower per box costs than 
1952-53. In terms of the 1934-35 
dollar, the cost that year was 37 cents 
per box and 24 cents in 1953-54

These species are not 
easily identified unless sent to a quali 
fied laboratory. Positive identification 
is usually made only in the laboratory. 


Tests With Gladiolus 

Various examinations of gladiolus 
corms revealed presence of root-knot 
nematodes among the storage tissues. 
The pearl-colored female, often with 
the egg sac protruding and intact, was 
usually found in superficial lesions or 
swellings near the base of the corm. 


Nematode infest ition of corms was 
found to be associated with imperfect 
development of an abscission layer be- 
tween the new and its other 
corm. Such did not clean 
readily or completley, and were easily 
separated from non- or slightly-in- 


corm 
corms 


fested corms by appearance. 


Often the female nematode may be 
found inside the root ring at the core 
and under the adhering remnants of 
the mother corm. The female can be 
lifted out with a probe and examined 
under a magnifying glass. 


The following test was set up to 
show whether poor development of 
the abscission layer is associated with 
nematode manifestation, and whether 
nematodes may be carried over in 
corms and infest the growing plants. 


Corms of Hopman’s Glory from a 
nematode-infested field were separated 
into two lots: those that cleaned 
readily and those that had little or no 
development of the abscission layer. 
They were planted without fungicidal 
treatment in one-foot-square wooden 


trays containing soil treated with 
methyl bromide. The trays were 
raised from the ground to avoid con- 
tact with the soil 


The easily cleaned corms grew 
much faster than those that did not 
snap clean. There was as much as 
three weeks’ retardation in the growth 
of the corms that did not snap clean

Success in Georgia 
The success of the novelty of an 


Irrigation Train in that part of 
Georgia hard hit by drought was 
noticeable at every stop. It pulled off 
on sidings in nine cities during its 
week-long trip: Valdosta, Nashville, 
Moultrie, Sparks, Willacoochee, Doug- 
las, Hazlehurst, Vidalia, Swainsboro 
and Midville, all farming communi- 
ties where the instruction afforded by 
the scientists aboard the train was of 
particular value. 

Among the speakers were an Ex- 
tension irrigation specialist, a tobacco 
specialist, a soil conservation engineer, 
an assistant state conservationist, the 
vice-president of a bank who spoke 
about loans to farmers for installing 
irrigation equipment, a county agent, 
a railroad industrial representative 
and a Southeastern Irrigation Associa- 
tion field man. 

The Georgia-Florida Railroad’s Bet- 
ter farm Special speakers told the 
audiences at the various stops of the 
advantages of irrigation, and James 
W. Blanchard, of the Citizens and 
Southern Bank, Atlanta, went into de- 
tails on the value of irrigation on a 
farm. He said three factors must be 
considered in financing a land-water- 
ing program: whether it will be profit- 
able to the farmer, whether he has an 
adequate water supply and whether he 
is doing business with a reputable 
equipment dealer. 

The University of Georgia Irriga- 
tion specialist, Willis Huston, said 
that tobacco, truck crops, high-yield- 
ing corn, cotton and possibly dairy 
pasture are the more suitable Georgia 
crops for irrigation. 

John Preston, Extension tobacco 
specialist of University of Georgia, 
pointed out that tobacco is profitable 
only when combined with other good 
farming practices. He said irrigation 
should return a $300-per-acre increase 
in income on tobacco over a 10-year 


period,

i hom at the Florida Agricultural 
Experiment Stations are pointing 
up the fact that sulfur is a very im 


portant plant food. Dr. H. C. Harris 
has found that using sulfur in the fer

tilizer increased the yield of tobacco 
on the Station farm about 11 percent 
over that of tobacco getting no sulfur 
in the fertilizer—even though the pre 
ceding crop of peanuts had been given 
100 pounds of sulfur-DDT dust and 
400 pounds of gypsum. 

In green-house tests, tobacco vields 
were increased about 45 percent when 
the sulfate ion was included in the 
fertilizer over the yields made Vv ithout 
sulfur. Dr. Harris

ATURAL GaAs piped from Texas will 

burn in thousands of Florida farm 
kitchens, and heating and power plants 
within the next few years 
already has it. A main pipe line for 
the state has been urged several years 
by Roger W. Babson, Florida booster 
and noted economist. He argues, and 
truthfully, that natural gas will meet 
the need for cheap fuel demanded by 
the growth of business now so fast ex 
panding here. 

The liquid petroleum (LP) indus 
try which now serves many farm, sub 
urban and small town homes in Flor 
ida—will also receive benefit from the 
proposed pipe line provided a federal 
price-fixing scheme is put to sleep 
The liquid petroleum will be piped in 
rather than shipped in tank cars, and 
then distributed in containers 
dispense it in gaseous form 

Many national agricultural organiz 
ations are fighting a new interpreta 
tion of the 1938 law—strangely 
enough, after 16 years, a diversion in 
thinking—which now forces the Fed 
eral Power Commission to do what it 
has refused to do eleven times: try to 
fix prices about 5000 
natural gas producers -irms which 
discover the product at great expense, 
and compete to sell it to 
pipelines. 

We believe it is just as unfair to 
clamp controls on natural gas prices 
as it would be to set the prices at 
which lumber in the forest, grain in 
the field or coal at the mines can be 
sold.
